patients’ revolt the Chacachacare 
Hansen’s disease hospital, Trinidad, 
British West Indies, subsided 
down strike” January 11, according 
and dispatches, datelined Port 
Spain, Trinidad. The news dis- 
patches reported that police 
the 151 acre islet, west 
Port Spain, subdued the revolt and 
removed the Director, Dr. Michael 
Corcos. Reuters dispatch the New 
Times, datelined Port Spain, 
January 19, said the strike 
ended after ten days. The action fol- 
lowed talks between the Trinidad Di- 
rector Medical Services, Dr, 
Peat, and delegation patients. Po- 
lice contingents sent Chacachacare 
were returning Trinidad. 

Trinidad’s Governor, Sir Albert 
Rance, had ousted Dr. Corcos because 
the hospital Director gave 160 patients 
two weeks Christmas leave defiance 
orders from the Governor, Dr. Cor- 
cos was notified letter, signed 
Norman Tang, Trinidad’s minister 
health and local government, that 
was relieved his post, but refused 
quit, saying did not work for the 
Trinidad government, “but for the 
Queen.” However, Dr. Corcos was re- 
turned the mainland police launch 
and Dr. Young Lao was put charge. 
Trinidad officials said Dr. Corcos 
“compulsory leave” pending the answer 
from the Colonial Office London 
their request that fired. 

The patients had previously issued 
order, “Dr. Corcos nobody” and 
took over.
